A  very 
fine  glowing  red  Gladiolus  that  does  not  burn 
or  fade.  Five  to  eight  good  size  florets  open 
at  once.  Opens  clear  to  the  tip.  First  size 
bulbs  10c  each. 

***BLUE  BEAUTY  (Pfitzer  1934)  Mid-sea¬ 
son.  Color  medium  violet  with  edges  of  petals 
overlaid  violet-blue.  6-8  large,  wide  open 
florets  of  fine  round  form.  Excellent  long 
spike  with  20  or  more  buds.  Strong  healthy 
grower.  Beautiful  exhibition  variety,  suit¬ 
able  for  cut  flower  purposes.  First  size  bulbs
